OBITUARY 


U.S. Woman Anarchist 
* Dies In Toronto . 


Toronto, May 14. 

The death has occurred of Emma 
Goldman, world famous anarchist.— 
United Press. : 

Known as “Red Emma” she was 
born in Russia. fn 1807 ‘of Jewish 
parents and when 12 was taken to 
the United Stiles. Put to work al 
most at once, she endured for several 
yents the harsh conditions which 
were then the Jot of the immigrant 
factory worker In America. Feelings 
of bitterness thus created were 
stirred’ to action by the execution of 
seven anarchists im 1887 for a bomb 
f e- in Chicago which caused 
several deaths, Declaring for anu 
archism, she beeame one of the most 
flery speakers for the cause and 
Joined company — with Alexander 
Berkman, who, although only 18, was 
already a. prominent agitator. In a 
wages dispute at -the Carnegie steel 
works nt Pittsburgh in 1892 an out- 
break of violence led to a number of 
the workers being shot down. Berk- 
mun In retaliation attempted to shoot 
Henry C, Frick, Carnegic’s partner, 
but missed. He wwas_ arreste and 
spent 14 years in gaol, This further 
embittered Emma Goldman. 

In 1901 President McKinley was 
shot and killed, She was accused of 
being.connected with the crime, but 
cleared herself, Thereafter for many 
years she ‘and Berkman, when re- 
leased, conducted — thelr propaganda 
with little interference. 

In 1919 they resolved to. go to 
Russia which had then been under 
Bolshevist rule for two years. The 
United States Government picased at 
the news, provided a steamer for the 
purpose and put on board: 247 other 
persons whom it regarded as un- 
desirables, Emma announced that 
her object was ‘to organise the 
Russian friends of American f{rec- 
dom.” In two years she and Berk- 
man returned to America and de~ 
nounced the Bolshevist regime as 4 
tyranny a hundred times worse than 
the Tsardom because done in the 
niume of the people. ‘ 

In November 1932, Emma, publish- 
ed her autoblography under! the titic 
“Living My Life.” Filled with details 
af-incidents—and— personalities, Jt 
showed that she.was the complete 
anarchist, admitting no restraint of 
any kind on individual life.

Cartoons—Were—— 
Invented?. ; 


What was probably the first ones 
ree} onimated™ cartoon was drawn 
by Winsor McCay, the originator of 
“Little Nemo In “Slumberland.” 
The animation concerned the ad- 
ventures of “Gertie, the Dinosaur"; 
and It took McCay more than a 
year fo make. the, 10,000 pen-and- 
a drawings that made up the 

Im. 


“Gertie” uppeared in 1909; and 
about the same time J. R. Bray 
also used up acres of white puper 
in producing an animated cartoon 
which he sold to Pathe for $2,000. 
However, Bray saw. that too many 
drawings had to be made for even, 
a short cartoon to make* animation 
commercially profitable. 


Bray made un ‘early stride to-. 
ward reducing the amount of nec- 
essury drawing by having the 
background and motionless parts of 
each, scene on one sheet of puper, 
and then drawing the figures and 
moving parts of the scene on trans- 
parent sheets of celluloid. Ench 
successive movement of the charac 
ters was drawn on separate cellu- 
lold sheets which were -numbered 
in sequence. The celluloid sheets 
were placed, one at a time, over the 
background and photographed in 
order; und when the resulting film 
wis projected, the characters 
seemed to move.
